NOTE — Dwarf, medium and tall are descriptive of the height of 
the varieties. The dwarf grows approximately two feet high, 
medium approximately three feet high, and tall approximately four 
feet high. Height of the different varieties may vary slightly 
either way, depending on richness of soil, moisture and length 
of the growing season. Description is based on average growing 
conditions. 


REMARKS IN GENERAL 


We apologize for not having enough bulbs for all our regular 
customers in 1953-54. In 1953 we experienced a very poor stand 
due to one or more causes that we have now eliminated, and we 
hope to maintain a large supply of stock such as we now have, 
and add to it in the future. with no more failures. Our President 
Canna stock is limited this year, but for 1957 and thereafter we 
plan to have as many President bulbs as all other varieties 
combined. 

We grow cannas in strips of 12 rows each, rows spaced 40 
inches apart, canna hills spaced 18 inches apart. Each strip is 
separated by a 12-foot strip of alfalfa. The alfalfa strip is used 
for driveway to make rogueing of cannas practical. 100% growing 
inspection — sprinkler irrigation line moving by tractor — crop ro- 
tation — variety separation — insect spraying and harvesting more 
efficient. Sight seeing tours arranged. 

All cannas are removed from field in October each year, stored 
inside of modern, freeze-proof buildings with dirt left on clumps 
to assure full size, fresh bulbs as needed. This method prevents 
water logged, partly frozen and dried up bulbs. Our average rain- 
fall is 30 inches per year. We are 1130 feet above sea level. 
With our capable irrigation system we can control our moisture 
conditions to an advantage. . 

Our canna fields are plowed and worked each year between 
plantings and a 100% new crop is produced each year. Storage 
houses are cleaned and disinfected as often as necessary to 
prevent disease and storage house rot.
